N. B. council informed of pending lawsuit filed in federal court

New Brockton's city council 
meeting appeared to be of a routine 
nature Monday evening until just 
prior to adjourning. At the request of 
the city's attomey, Joe Sawyer, the 
council went into executive session 
before the motion was made to ad- 
journ, 

When asked by this reporter the 
reason for the executive session, 
Sawyer said that he would make a 
Statement before the council meeting 
was concluded. 


At the conclusion of the session, 
Sawyer stated that a lawsuit had 
been filed against the city of New 
Brockton by Priscilla Foster, 

“We went into executive session 
for me to advise them (the council- 
men) that there were several matters 
I needed to discuss with them,” said 
Sawyer, 

Sawyer said that he told the coun- 
cil that he would like to fully investi- 
gate the matter before giving them 
an opinion as to the direction they 
should take. 

He stated that he received the suit 
in his office at approximately 10 


a.m. Monday morning and had not 
had time to study it. 

Earlier in the meeting, council- 
men heard from several of the town's 
citizens and Mayor Jim Driskell 
signed a proclamation. 

Mayor Driskell was joined by 
Ken Farris as he proclaimed Sunday, 
August 11, 1991, as "United Way 
Sunday," Also the months of Au- 
gust, September, and October as 
"United Way---Caring for the Wire- 
grass" in the City of New Brockton. 

Penny Wright addressed the

Pricilla Foster sues New Brockton 
for a quarter of a million dollars

In Monday's New Brockton City 
Council meeting, Joe Sawyer, the 
city's attorney, informed the council 
that New Brockton was being sued 
for a quarter of a million dollars 

Sawyer received notice at 10 a.m. 
Monday of a suit filed in United 
States District Court - Middle Dis- 
trict of Alabama on July 29, 1991 by 
Pricilla Hornsby Foster. 

Named as Defendants in the law- 
suit are the City of New Brockton, 
Police Chief Richard L. Nichols, Pa- 
trolmen Kenneth Jackson and Jerry 
Gilbert. 

In the suit, Foster asks for the 
sum of $150,000 as compensatory 
damages, $100,000 as punitive dam- 
ages and other relief as law and equi- 
ty allows including cost and reasona- 
ble interim and final attorney fees 
pursuant to 42 U. S. Code Section 
1988. 

The suit alleges that on of about 
November 24, 1989 while driving a 
friend to get his car, Mrs. Foster's 
car was struck by a patrol car being 
driven by Officer Jackson. 

According to Foster, the officer 
pulled her friend from the car and at 
the same time, she asked him why he 


had struck her car. 

As the series of events continued, 
Mrs. Foster alleged that she was told 
to shut up or be arrested. She states 
that after expressing her expectations 
that Jackson pay for any damage 
done to her car, she was grabbed by 
Jackson and handcuffed with the as- 
sistance of Officer Gilbert. 

The Plaintiff, Priscilla Foster, fur- 
ther alleges that during the arrest, and 
detention at the police station, her 
clothing was pulled down. leaving 
her breasts exposed to the police of- 
ficers and others present. 

She states that she remained par- 
tially nude for some 30 to 40 min- 
utes before her mother, Alma Horns- 
by, arrived and insisted that she be 
covered. She later fainted and was 
taken to an Enterprise hospital. 

Foster states in the suit that Chief 
Nichols was present at the station 
during the time the alleged events 
were occurring and did not inter- 
vene. 

The Plaintiff contends that as a 
result of these events, she injured her 
shoulder, strained muscles, and had 
a loss of sensation in her arms. In ad- 
dition to these physical problems, 
she states in the suit that she has un- 
dergone emotional and mental prob- 
lems as well as sexual problems with 


her husband, 

In the above incident, Foster was 
arrested and charged with disorderly 
conduct and resisting arrest. She was 
found guilty on both charges in mu- 
nicipal court on February 14, 1990, 
The lower court's verdict was later 
appealed to Circuit Court where it 
was upheld. 

On July 31, 1991, the U. S. Dis- 
trict Court for the Middle District of 
Alabama, Southern Division, denied 
Mrs. Foster's motion for preliminary 
injunctive relief stating that she, the 
Plaintiff, had offered no evidence in 
support of her motion. 

The City of New Brockton and 
the other named Defendants have 20 
days from August 2, 1991 to answer 
the complaint (lawsuit) which has 
been served upon them, 

On Monday, August 5, 1991 at 
4:56 p.m., in an unrelated incident 
Priscilla Foster and her husband, 
Brent Foster, Jr., were both arrested 
and charged with harassment by the 
Enterprise Police Department. 

The arrest resulted after police of- 
ficers answered a disturbance call at 
Lot 3, Roll-In in Enterprise. 

According to police reports, Mrs. 
Foster allegedly attempted to strike 
Brent Foster, Jr. with a pair of scis- 
sors after a verbal altercation. 


the federal government.

taking any drastic measures. His re- 
quest was granted by the mayor and 
council. 

Howard Snellgrove requested the 
council's advice on the placement of 
a mobilehome on property now 
zoned for industry and manufactur- 
ing. 

The location of the land is just off 
Al. Hwy. 122 with in the city limits 
of New Brockton 

After a.short discussion, Council- 
man Ralph Medly, who is zoning of- 
ficer for the city, agreed to accompa- 
ny Mr. Snellgrove to the site and see 
exactly where he was talking about 
placing the trailer. 

A recommendation on the matter 
will be made by the council after 
Medley reports his findings. 

Mayor Driskell cautioned Snell- 
grove that by placing his trailer and/ 
or later a home on this property, he 
could run the risk of having a factory 
or manufacturing plant for a neigh- 
bor.

Evan's sentence of 30 years in prison upheld 


The 30 year sentenced pro- 
nounced upon convicted child mo- 
lester Rick Evans has been upheld 
by the Alabama Court of Criminal 
Appeals. 

A Coffee County - Elba Division 
grand jury indicted Evans in 1990 af- 
ter he was arrested and charged in 
connection of the abuse of a six- 
year-old Enterprise child. 

Last January, Circuit Judge Terry 


Butts sentenced Evans to serve 10 
years in prison for sexual abuse and 
20 years in prison for sodomy. 

Butts ordered the sentences to be 
served concurrently, 

During the course of Evan's plea 
bargaining and sentencing he 
changed his plea several times from 
guilty to not guilty. This was the ba- 
sis for his appeal. 

Evans had plead guilty to the of-

ing was held in January '91 

The prosecution argued that the 
court could not allow Evans to with- 
draw his guilty plea because it was 
not done with in the legal time limit.

He was contacted by an out-of- 
state investigative firm which spe- 
cializes in locating uncalimed money 
and told that a check for $57,054.00 
had been issued to the county but 
was never cashed. 


Vandals damage 
GTE phone cable 


On Tuesday, July 30, 1991, a 200 
pair cable belonging to General Tel- 
ephone Company was extensively 
damaged by several gunshots. The 
cable is located on Coffee County 
Road 82 in the northeastern portion 
of the county. 

This vandalism caused approxi- 
mately 200 GTE customers to be 
without telephone service for a con- 
siderable period of time, It also 
meant those residents had no way to 
contact the police department, sher- 
iff's department, rescue squad or fire 
department should any of their ser- 
vices have been needed, 

The Coffee County Sheriff's De- 
partment in conjunction with the 
GTE Security Department is con- 
ducting an investigation into this in- 
cident and is requesting assistance 
from the public. 

Anyone having any information

The firm offered to recover the 
funds for the county provided they 
be paid a finder's fee - a percentage, 
reportedly 25%, of the money. 

After counsulting with — the 
county's attorney, Warren Rowe, and 
commission's chairman, Billy Eager- 
ton, Mobley began to research the 
matter on his own, 

He felt that a check that size 
would more than likely be some type 
of revenue from the state, So, he be- 
gan his search thought the State of 
Alabama Treasurer's office. This 
proved to be a rewarding move. He 
soon discovered a check written in 
1988 from the Alabame Revenue 
Department for excise tax collected 
by the state for Coffee County. 


Mobley stated that the check was 
either misplaced upon receipt or it 
was never received - lost in the mail, 

When asked why the county was 
not notified by state officials that the 
check had never been cashed, Mo- 
bley said the state does not pursue 
uncashed checks until after they 
have been outstanding for more than 
6 years. 

According to Mobley, his office, 
through the county attorney, has 
been contacted by another investiga- 
tive firm concerning another check 
for more than $20,000 that has not 
B60 Capes but was sent to the

Mobley told this reporter that he 
plans to go to Montgomery later this 
month and search state records for 
this check, Also, he plans to look for 
other ‘uncashed checks’ that might be 
outstanding, 

According to Mobley, these 
checks are in no way related to the 
investigation of aegee embezzled 
funds fin excess Of $350,000) by a 
former county commission clerk.

Tips On Freezing & Preparing 


Main Dishes

FREEZING MAIN DISHES 

Timesavers in meal preparation 
are a blessing to busy homemakers, 
And sometimes freezing a main dish 
can save time, 

The home freezer was designed 
for freezing {fresh meat, vegetables 
and fruits. But if there is extra space 
in your freezer, it's nice to have fro- 
zen cooked foods when you have 
limited time to prepare a meal. How- 
ever, with some foods it is easier and 
quicker to start from the beginning 
than it is to thaw out a frozen dish 
and reheat. 

CHECKING YOUR RECIPE 

No special recipes are needed to 
prepare main dishes for freezing. 
Use your favorite one or a standard 
recipe. To determine if your family 
likes a main dish frozen, freeze a 
small quantity and let them try it. 

There are several foods, however, 
which need special consideration: 

Hard-cooked egg whites are 
tough unless mashed through a 
sieve. Yolks can be diced or sieved. 

Cubed baking -type potatoes tend 
to crumble; add these when reheat- 
ing. Mashed and restuffed baked po- 
latoes freeze nicely. 

When using a spice, be sure it has 
not lost its characteristic flavor, col- 
or and aroma. 

Before storing cooked food, re- 
move as much fat as possible. Fat 
can give a off-flavor if stored too 
long. 

Cooked turkey sometimes be- 
comes rancid after 2 months. Chick- 
en has a slightly longer storage life.

However, 
some people do not object. 

Meat loaf can be partly cooked or 
uncooked before freezing, 

Cover any meat with sauces or 
gravy to prevent drying out (freezer 
burn). Remove all fat. 

Completely cooked and deboned 
turkey, chicken, ham, roast, etc., do 
not dry out as easily when left in 
large pieces before freezing, Some 
homemakers prefer to cut meats into 
small pieces or slices before freez- 
ing. If this. is done, package pieces to 
remove as much air as possible and 
use them within 6 weeks, 

Some gravies, creams or white 
sauces separate when frozen but gen- 
erally become uniform with slow re- 
heating and continuous stirring. 
PREPARING MAIN DISHES 

Most main dishes can be cooked 
to about three-fourths done before 
freezing. Reheating just before serv- 
ing will complete the cooking. This 


* gives a better product in flavor, tex- 


ture, and aroma. Many foods that are 
cooked completely before freezing 
may taste overcooked or warmed 
over when reheated. Reheat foods 
which are completely cooked before 
freezing for just as short a time as 
possible (till bubbly hot) to keep 
their good flavor, color and texture. 

Quickly cooling unprepared food 
that is to be frozen is very important 
to stop the cooking process and to 
help retain the characteristic flavor, 
color and texture. It also slows down 
some bacterial growth which may 
cause spoilage. Transfer hot food to 
another container, Put it in a large 
pan of ice and cold water until the 
food cools. Package, label and freeze 
it immediately after cooling. 


Pesticides & Food Safety 
Perception Vs. Reality 
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Dan J. Presley 
County Agent-Coordinator , 
AZALEAS 

I have seen a lot of azalea plants 
affected with the lacebug. This in- 
sect sucks underneath the leaves and 
causes the leaves to have a grayish, 


whitish appearance on top. We have 


this insect around every year, but 
this year the number is great enough 
to cause some damage to azalea 
plants. 

To control the lacebug, you can 
use Orthene, Diazinon, Malathion, 
or insecticidial soaps. Be sure to fol- 
low directions on applying any in- 
secticide. To control the lacebug you 
must spray underneath the leaves. 

Also, be on the lookout for the 
azalea caterpillar which will defoli- 
ate azalea plants very quickly, These 
caterpillars are red, yellow and 
black, and when disturbed turn up at 
both ends. If you catch them when 
they are just hatched out, all of them 
will be on one limb and you can just 
pull that limb off and destroy it. If 
they have gotten some size and scat- 
tered over the plants, you will proba- 
bly want to apply an insecticide to 
control them, | would recommend 
Sevin. 


DOGWOODS 

The leaves on dogwoods are sus- 
ceptible to some leafspot diseases, 
Every year late in the summer you 
will see dogwood leaves become in- 
fected with leafspot. This year it 
seems they have become infected a 
little earlier and therefore showing 
damage sooner, 

I really don't thing it would do 
any good to put a fungicide spray on 
dogwoods this late. Once leaves be- 
come infected, it is almost impossi- 
ble to kill the fungi. 

PESTICIDES AND FOOD SAFE- 
TY: PERCEPTION YS, REALI- 
TY 

Much of the public's concern 
about food safety is basically a clash 
between public perception and scien 
tific fact, It's easy for that to happen, 
especially when the U.S. scientific 
literacy rate continues lo average 
only 3 to 4 percent. 

Most instances of public informa: 
tion and concem originate from 
news media reports. They almost al- 
ways pertain to the presence of a 


pesticide residue found in food. The 
message the reader or viewer comes 
away with is that presence equals se- 
rious danger. In effect, the percep- 
tion created is that all pesticides are 
“dangerous,” 

The largest potential sources of 
harm in foods are by far, first, micro- 
biologis#@—«=contamination, and next, 
nutritional imbalance. The risk from 
environmental contaminants is 1,000 
times less, and risk from pesticide 
residues is 100 times smaller again. 

Food is very: safe when pesticides 
have been applied properly, in accor- 
dance with label instruction. Farmers 
and applicators cannot legally use an 
agricultural chemical on any crop 
and cannot use dosages higher than 
those prescribed in label  instruc- 
tions. 

Although bread wrappers do nol 
pose a serious public health risk, 
consumers should be aware that the 
practice of using inverted bread bags 
could add to the total intake of lead. 
Recycling plastic bread bags is both 
economically and — ecologically 
thrifty, but they should be used right 
side out - like they were intended to 
be used,

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Care Of "LatchKey" Children Is Major Concern

SCHOOL-AGE CHILD CARE 

As many as 70 percent of chil- 
dren under the age of ten regularly 
care for themselves. Many children 
as young as 7 and 8 years old are re- 
sponsible not only for themselves 
but for younger siblings as well, 

The U.S, Census Bureau reported 
in 1987 that 1.2 million children 
were in self care. Many researchers 
believe this is an underestimate and 
some suggest there may be as many 
as 15 million “latchkey” children in 
the country. 

Research studies indicate that 
children left unsupervised are in- 
creasingly at risk to peer pressure 
and that the risk of using drugs, alco- 
hol, and tobacco increases with the 
amount of time school-age children 
are left on their own, Preadolescents 
and young adolescents left on their 
own may also be at rick for early 
sexual experimentation, pregnancy 
and exposure to sexually transmitted 
diseases, 

Studies are beginning to suggest 
that children in after-school pro- 
grams do better in terms of academic 
performance and social adjustment 
than similar children without care. 
WHAT'S THE SAFETY CON- 
CERN. WITH PLASTIC BREAD 
BAG? 

When researchers at the Environ- 
mental and Occupational Health Sci- 
ences Institute (EOHSI) in New Jer- 
sey examined plastic bread wrappers 
they found 87% of those tested were 
printed with paint that contained 
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lead. What harm does this pose? 

There's nothing unsafe about lead 
paint on the outside of a package. It 
doesn't make the bread unsafe, But 
many consumers turn the bread bag 
insideout and use them for storing 
other products. In this case, flakes of 
jead-based paint can become part of 
the food, Likewise, lead could be 
leached from the paint by acidic 
foods.

Tips On Freezing & Preparing 


Main Dishes

FREEZING MAIN DISHES 

Timesavers in meal preparation 
are a blessing to busy homemakers. 
And sometimes freezing a main dish 
can save time, 

The home freezer was designed 
for freezing fresh meat, vegetables 
and fruits. But if there is extra space 
in your freezer, it's nice to have fro- 
zen cooked foods when you have 
limited time to prepare a meal. How- 
ever, with some foods it is easier and 
quicker to start from the beginning 
than it is to thaw out a frozen dish 
and reheat. 

CHECKING YOUR RECIPE 

No special recipes are needed to 
prepare main dishes for freezing. 
Use your favorite one or a standard 
recipe. To determine if your family 
likes a main dish frozen, freeze a 
small quantity and let them try it. 

There are several foods, however, 
which need special consideration: 

Hard-cooked egg whites are 
tough unless mashed through a 
sieve. Yolks can be diced or sieved. 

Cubed baking -type potatoes tend 
to crumble; add these when reheat- 
ing. Mashed and restuffed baked po- 
tatoes freeze nicely. 

When using a spice, be sure it has 
not lost its characteristic flavor, col- 
or and aroma. 

Before storing cooked food, re- 
move as much fat as possible. Fat 
can give a off-flavor if stored too 
long. 

Cooked turkey sometimes be- 
comes rancid after 2 months. Chick- 
en has a:slightly longer storage life.

Pesticides & 
Perception Vs. Reality

AZALEAS 

I have seen a lot of azalea plants 
affected with the lacebug. This in- 
sect sucks underneath the leaves and 
causes the leaves to have a grayish, 
whitish appearance on top. We have 
this insect around every year, but 
this year the number is great enough 
to cause some damage to azalea 
plants. 

To control the lacebug, you can 
use. Orthene, Diazinon, Malathion, 
or insecticidial soaps. Be sure to fol- 
low directions on applying any in- 
secticide. To control the lacebug you 
must spray underneath the leaves. 

Also, be on the lookout for the 
azalea caterpillar which will defoli- 
ate azalea plants very quickly. These 
caterpillars are red, yellow and 
black, and when disturbed turn up al 
both ends. If you catch them when 
they are just hatched out, all of them 
will be on one limb and you can just 
pull that limb off and destroy it, If 
they have gotten some size and scat- 
tered over the plants, you will proba- 
bly want to apply an insecticide to 
control them, | would recommend 
Sevin. 


DOGWOODS 

The leaves on dogwoods are sus- 
ceptible to some leafspot diseases. 
Every year late in the summer you 
will see dogwood leaves become in- 
fected with leafspot. This year it 
seems they have become infected a 
little earlier and therefore showing 
damage sooner, 

I really don't thing it would do 
any good to put a fungicide spray on 
dogwoods this late. Once leaves be- 
come infected, it is almost impossi 
ble to kill the fungi.

Meat loaf can be partly cooked or 
uncooked before freezing. 

Cover any meat with sauces or 
gravy to prevent drying out (freezer 
burn). Remove all fat. 

Completely cooked and deboned 
turkey, chicken, ham, roast, etc., do 
not dry out as easily when left in 
large pieces before freezing. Some 
homemakers prefer to cut meats into 
small pieces or slices before freez- 
ing. If this is done, package pieces to 
remove as much air as possible and 
use them within 6 weeks. 

Some gravies, creams or white 
sauces separate when frozen but gen- 
erally become uniform with slow re- 
heating and continuous stirring. 
PREPARING MAIN DISHES 

Most main dishes can be cooked 
to about three-fourths done before 
freezing. Reheating just before serv- 
ing will complete the cooking. This

* gives a better product in flavor, tex- 


ture, and aroma, Many foods that are 
cooked completely before freezing 
may taste overcooked or warmed 
ver when reheated. Reheat foods 
which are completely cooked before 
freezing for just as short a time as 
+possible (till bubbly hot) to keep 
their good flavor, color and texture, 
Quickly cooling unprepared food 
that is to be frozen is very important 
to stop the cooking process and to 
help retain the characteristic flavor, 
color and texture. It also slows down 
some bacterial growth which may 
cause spoilage. Transfer hot food to 
another container. Put it in a large 
pan of ice and cold water until the 
food cools. Package, label and freeze 
it immediately after cooling.

pesticide residue found in food. The 
message the reader or viewer comes 
away with is that presence equals se- 
rious danger. In effect, the percep- 
tion created is that all pesticides are 
“dangerous.” 

The largest potential sources of 
harm in foods are by far, first, micro- 
biological contamination, and next, 
nutritional imbalance. The risk from 
environmental contaminants is 1,000 
times less, and risk from pesticide 
residues is 100 times smaller again. 

Food is very safe when pesticides 
have beerrapplied properly, in accor- 
dance with label instruction. Farmers 
and applicators cannot legally use an 
agricultural chemical on any crop 
and cannot use dosages higher than 
those prescribed in label instruc- 
tions. 

Although bread wrappers do not 
pose a serious public health risk, 
consumers should be aware that the 
practice of using inverted bread bags 
could add to the total intake of lead. 
Recycling plastic bread bags 1s both 
economically and ecologically 
thrifty, but they should be used right 
side out - like they were intended to 
be used,

SCHOOL-AGE CHILD CARE 

As many as 70 percent of chil- 
dren under the age of ten regularly 
care for themselves. Many children 
as young as 7 and 8 years old are re- 
sponsible not only for themscives 
but for younger siblings as well. 

The U.S. Census Bureau reported 
in 1987 that 1.2 million children 
were in self care. Many researchers 
believe this is an underestimate and 
some suggest there may be as many 
as 15 million “latchkey” children in 
the country. 

Research studies indicate that 
children left unsupervised are in- 
creasingly at risk to peer pressure 
and that the risk of using drugs, alco- 
hol, and tobacco increases with the 
amount of time school-age children 
are left on their own. Preadolescents 
and young adolescents left on their 
own may also be at rick for early 
sexual experimentation, pregnancy 
and exposure to sexually transmitted 
diseases. 

Studies are beginning to suggest 
that children in after-school pro- 
grams do better in terms of academic 
performance and social adjustment 
than similar children withoutcare. 
WHAT'S THE SAFETY CON- 
CERN WITH PLASTIC BREAD 
BAG? 

When researchers at the Environ- 
mental and Occupational Health Sci- 
ences Institute (EOHSI) in New Jer- 
sey examined plastic bread wrappers 
they found 87% of those tested were 
printed with paint that contained 
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lead. What harm does this pose’ 

There's nothing unsafe about lead 
paint on the outside of a package It 
doesn't make the bread unsafe. But 
many consumers turn the bread bag 
insideout and use them for storing 
other products. In this case, flakes of 
lead-based paint can become part of 
the food. Likewise, lead could be 
leached from the paint by acidic 
foods.

COMMISSION MEETING ENDS ON POSITIVE NOTE 


Adams quizzes count

In Monday morning's Coffee 
County Commission —_ meeting, 
Dwight Adams, a member of a 
group of people calling themselves 
the Taxpayers Defense Committee, 
quizzed the commissioners concern- 
ing the $57,054.00 recently recov- 
ered by the commission office. 

His question was why the funds 
had not been discovered sooner than 
they were, 

Adams was told that the check 
written to the county in 1988 was for 
excise taxes collected for the county 
by the state. However, the check was 
never received in the mail or, if it 
was, it was misplaced and was never 
cashed or deposited. 

Mr. Adams' motives for being at 
the meeting was questioned by Com- 
missioner Jim Dubose. 

He asked Adams if he had tried to 
obtain any information concerning 
these funds prior to coming to the 
meeting, ‘ 

“Is your purpose in coming here 
to find out the facts or is your pur- 
pose to get your picture in the 
paper?” Dubose asked. 

“If your purpose is to gather the 


facts, you could have done that with- 


out having gone through all this,” 
continued Dubose. 

Adams was told that any and all 
information concerning county busi- 
ness is, and would always be made 
available to him, but he would have 
to come to the commission office in 
order to obtain it, 

During the course of the conver- 
sation between the ‘commissioners 
and Adams, he express concern 
about the bookkeeping procedures - 
“that you can lose $57,000 and ap- 


proximately $20,000 and you can 
not find it until it's called to your at- 
tention and then you find one and 
still haven't found the other.” 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton told Adams that they, the 
commission, would be glad to an- 
swer any questions that the citizens 
of the county may have about the 
revenues, All they have to do is 
come by the commission office. 

“We know you're here just strict- 
ly to harass us - to beat us down,” 
said Eagerton. “We know an election 
is coming up. We know all that 
stuff,” continued Eagerton, “so just 
have your say and move on.” 

Send the taxpayers to us, we'll 
show them anything that they want 
to see. We have nothing: to hide!“ 
concluded Eagerton. 

Prior to the conclusion of the dis- 
cussion between Adams and the 
commissioners, the means by which 
the new jail was being funded sur- 
faced. 

Dubose stated that he felt the tax- 
payer of Coffee County would have 
much rather paid the 1/2¢ sales tax 
for 3 years and got the debt out of 
the way than by the 20 year debt 
they are now saddled with. 

Adams reminded Dubose that the 
courts ruled the tax illegal. 

“If there's been a winner in this 
thing (jail funding),” said Dubose, 
“it surely wasn't the taxpayers of 
Coffee County!” 

With that statement, the commis- 
sion moved on to other matters, 

The Coffee County's Emergency 
Management Agency Director, Char- 
lic Webb, appeared before the com- 
mission, He requested that the com- 
mission's original resolution dealing 
with flood prevention in the county 
be revised to show him as the EMA 
director,

State asks court to revoke

Last Friday, August 9, 1991, As- 
sistant District Attomey Al Smith 
filed a motion in the Circuit Court of 
Coffee County to revoke Owen Zi- 
glar's status as indigent.

Smith further states that on June

W & E Board to upgrade entire system

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board voted unanimously Monday 
evening to discontinue adding flo- 
ride to the municipal water supply. 

The action was taken as the utility 
prepares plans for a major upgrading 
of the entire water system, including 
two additional tanks and one new 
well. 

Presently there is a system in- 
stalled at each of the three existing 
wells to automatically inject floride 
at not more than one part per million 
into the water supply. This is moni- 
tored daily by trained utility employ- 
ees, using approved standards. 

The matter came up for discus- 
sion when board members had to 
make a decision to spend $10,000 or 
$12,000 for housing and equipment 
to inject the teeth building chemical 


in the water at the well to be drilled 
within the next six months, 

Board members apparently didn't 
appear to feel strongly either way, 
and public comments have been al- 
most non-existent. Therefore, they 
considered the initial cost and the 
ongoing operating cost and voted to 
discontnue the practice as soon as 
approval is received from state agen- 
cies, 

Bids were opened on purchase of 
a new backhoe for the utility depart- 
ment. Goshan Tractor Co, of Lu- 
verne was low bidder at $27,874.00. 
They also were low bidder on a re- 
cent purchase of the same type ma- 
chine by the Elba street department. 

Board members discussed the up- 
coming need to borrow $1.25 mil- 
lion to fund the upgrades on the 
drawing board. They plan to seek ad- 
ditional information and decide at

The Elba City School Board on 
Thursday evening approved a policy 
for biding any tobacco products in 
possession of students, The action 
was taken after a recommendation 
by local Superintendent Charles 
Pearce who concurred with a recom- 
mendation by the state school board.

Chairman G. A, Lindsey voted 
against the new policy, expressing 
concer the same standards were not 
being applied to teachers, He said 
the teachers were being held up as 
roll models and should be required 
to practice what they preach, 

Board members instructed Pearce 
to canvas other schools which have a 
no smoking policy for teachers and 
present a workable policy for adop- 
tion at the next meeting. Meanwhile 
Pearce is to inform teachers that the 
new policy is going to be adopted

and enforced. 

Pearce said the matter had already 
been discussed by teachers and he 
didn't feel it would receive any resis- 
tance from the teachers, some of 
whom would welcome the incentive 
to quit smoking. 

In other action the board ap- 
proved the hiring of Mrs, Nadene 
Scarborough to teach high school 
science. She is certified and had fin- 
ished out the year as a substitute in 
thal area last year. 

The board also accepted the re- 
tirement of Namoi Smith after 21 
years service in the school lunch-
